= of giant McNary Dam 
on the Columbia River is completed. 
Barges and towboats are moving 
through the dam’s navigation lock. 
Its fish ladders and fish elevator are 
‘ready to take salmon for a ride. All 
this was accomplished by one man. 

This statement may sound fantas- 

tic even to residents of the Pacific 
Northwest, where the fabulous Paul 
Bunyan roamed, until they learn 
that the two-fifths completion of the 
McNary project is a scale model. Its 
builder is Bernard F. Young, an ac- 
tive Churchman, lay reader, and 
member of Trinity Church, Port- 
jand, Ore. 

His realistic model can be shipped 
around and is currently on a tour of 
large Northwest cities. Built of 
wood, glass, plaster, window screen 
and paint, the model is an excellent, 
colorful reproduction of the real 
thing. 

_ Mr. Young, whose occupation is 
building models for architects and 
business firms, has constructed many 
in the wood-working shop adjoining 
his home, high up in Portland’s 
west hills. This, he says, is his first 
model of a dam. 

_ He was commissioned by the corps 
of engineers to construct the first 
two-fifths of the project, the north- 
ern part of the Washington State 
shore, and he hopes to build the re- 
mainder. 

Built in eleven sections, the model 
occupies an area of approximately 
‘144 square feet on table-high stilts. 
Even the river bed is built to scale 
with excavated troughs at the foot 
of the spillway structure to help 
steer migrating fish to the fish lad- 
ders. 

» The model is built to a scale of 
twenty-five feet to the inch hori- 
zontally, twelve and one-half feet to 
the inch vertically, and to the con- 
tours of the ground. The pool be- 
ind the spillway structure is repre- 
ed by blue glass which, is sup- 
ported by stilts of plastic. 
Young estimates it required four- 
teen hundred hours to build the dam 


model, including time for study of

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THIS IS ANASTASIA... 


She lives in a hovel in Yanina, Greece. The hovel is made of heavy 
cardboard cartons from the U.S. The floor is of dirt, and Anastasia sleeps 
in her clothes on some old rags, in the dirt. There is no sanitation. Her 
eyes are affected by trachoma and her little body is covered with sores. 
She would have long since scratched herself to bleeding had it not been’ 
for the welcome DDT squad which comes every so often to spray her. 

Anastasia, if she is lucky, has one meal a day—some bread and some 
greens which are available now in the nice weather. These are put in her 
little can, and moistened with some water, if any is available. Her mother 
died of pneumonia from sleeping on the damp ground. Her father is in 
the mountains fighting for Greece. Anastasia doesp’t understand one single 
word of the arguments that go on around her daily about the situation in 
Greece. She is a Greek child who like thousands of others was unfortunate 
enough to be born in the mountain areas.

The Pastoral Letter 


ISSUED BY THE HOUSE 


OF BISHOPS ASSEMBLED IN SAN FRANCISCO, 1949 


Many today are not active mem- 
bers of any Church. ‘They are spirit- 
ually uprooted and are uncertain 
about the ultimate meaning of life. 
It is our deep conviction that in the 
Christian fellowship, God shows us 
what, ends to pursue, and gives us 
the grace and strength to march to- 
wards those goals. We know that 
God does not intend us to walk as 
lonely pilgrims, but as members of 


a fellowship which stretches around 
the world, including members of 
every race and tongue; a fellowship 
which is not limited to those now 
living, but is the blessed company of 

all faithful people in every age. 
Apart from Christ in His Church 
the world has stumbled from one 
error to another. Like a pendulum 
swinging between extremes we have

moved from an exaggerated indi- 
vidualism to a demonic collectivism, 
from an individualistic anarchy to 
a collectivist tyranny, from a false 
freedom ‘to a world-wide attack on 
freedom. It is only in the Christian 
Church that we learn the truth of 
our human nature. As God’s chil- 
dren we are neither bricks in the 
building of the State nor irrespon- 
sible individuals. We are individuals 
who fulfill our lives in responsible 
fellowship.

We Must Know What We Believe 


Brethren, we all must have a deep- 
er understanding of the faith of the 
Church, and we must know what we 
believe. A basic weakness has been 
our religious illiteracy. We have 
‘ been contaminated by the secular 
humanism of our time; we have as- 
sumed that the flower of Christian 
living would remain, despite our 
neglect of the root of Christian con- 
viction. We have forgotten, or never 
fully understood, those mighty acts 
of God, revealed in Bible, Creed, 
Sacraments, and the Church, by 
which He has made Himself known 
to man in saving power. That is why 
we call our people to a crusade for 
better Christian education. At long 
last we are producing the materials 
and the methods, but only the re- 
sponse of the whole Church can 
make the program effective. No 
longer can we face the dangerous 
rivals to the Christian faith now ag- 
gressively at work in the world and 
be unarmed against them. Only 
truer and deeper convictions can 
overcome wrong convictions. 


Peril and Opportunity 


Every missionary bishop from 
Brazil to Alaska and from Liberia 
to Japan spoke with gratitude of 
your giving which made _ possible 
their expanding work. Some of these 
districts are moving steadily toward 
self-support and a more adequate 
support on your part now will hasten 
that day. Therefore, your representa- 
tives here assembled are calling upon 
you to double your offerings for mis- 
sions. Peril and opportunity were 
the two words most frequently

Since the 
Church is one, let it, following the 
will of its Lord, be one. Much has 
been accomplished in recent years 
in the great work for unity on the 
national and international plane, 
and we may be justly proud of the 
contribution made by leaders of the 
Episcopal Church, We call upon all 
the. people of the Church with char- 
ity in their hearts to work for unity 
on the local level. ‘Through codpera- 
tion in civic affairs, fellowship, study, 
and prayer, we can in our day create 
that atmosphere in which further 
forward steps can be taken. We are 
eager, brethren, that we take the 
lead in a cause so obviously willed by 
the Lord. 


The Church Is Holy 


The Church of Christ is Holy. ‘To 
know Christ and to proclaim Him 
requires the holiness He alone can 
give. Too often we have been 
apathetic as other men have followed 
other goals with a zeal which we have 
failed to offer to our Lord. Scientists 
have studied this world with an un- 
wearying devotion which far out- 
strips our zeal for the Kingdom of 
God. Enthusiasts for political phil- 
osophies or national supremacies are 
working and sacrificing for’ their 
causes with a_ single - mindedness 
which shames many professing Chris- 
tians. Men expect to see in us the 
fruits of holiness, which are a pas- 
sion for souls, and the sacrifice of 
time and strength and resources for 
God’s purpose. Only then will they 
believe that God’s service is the

Ci ringing call,” said the Joint 
Committee on Program and Budget 
to the General Convention meeting 
last month in San Francisco, “to ad- 
vance in the name of God is one that 
has always awakened response in the 
hearts of His people. It is that call 
that is being made to the Episcopal 
Church today, when new opportu- 
nities are opening up for Christian 
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advance in all parts of the world. 
“Conscious of this Divine Call, yet 
painfully aware of our human limita- 
tions, your Program and Budget 
Committee has tried to shape the 
glad response that we know our 
Church will want to make. While 
in some areas we have perforce had 
to yield to defensive tactics and to 
be limited for the moment: to a 


strategy of ‘hold the line,’ in other 
areas we have charted a bold advance 
in the belief that God the Holy Spirit 
is indeed commanding us to go for- 
ward under the banner of Christ the 
King.” 

It was in*this spirit that the Com- 
mitteé proposed and the Convention 
adopted enthusiastically a budget of 
$5,634,617, confident that this pro- 
gram is well within the ability of the 
Church to carry out and is but the 
beginning of our response to the 
Divine Commission laid upon us.

SOUTHERN Brazit was divided by the 
House of Bishops into three mission- 
ary jurisdictions as a first step toward 
the creation of a national Brazilian 
Church. The House of Bishops also 
elected as bishops for the new Jjuris- 
dictions the Rt. Rey. A. T. Pithan, 
the present Suffragan, and the Rev. 
E. M. Krischke, rector of the Church 
of the Redeemer, Porto Alegre. The 
Rt. Rev. Louis C. Melcher, Coad- 
jutor of Southern Brazil since his 
consecration in 1948 and the succes- 
sor to Bishop William M. M. 
Thomas, is the other. Upon its or- 
ganization as a National Church, the 
first so created by the Anglican 
Communion in Latin America, the 
Church in Brazil will take its place 
beside the Churches in China and 
Japan as fruits of the missionary ef- 
fort of the Church in the United 
States.

The Rev. C. Rankin Barnes was 
unanimously re-elected secretary of 
the House of Deputies. 

Certain officers of the whole Church 
elected at each General Convention 
include the Treasurer of General 
Convention, the Treasurer of the 
Domestic and Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety (The National Council), and 
the Historiographer of the Church. 
Frank Gulden, a layman of the Dio- 
cese of Long Island who had been 
serving as Treasurer of Convention 
since the sudden death in August of 
Raymond F. Barnes, was elected to 
that post; Russell E. Dill, Treasurer 
of National Council since the retire- 
ment of Lewis B. Franklin in Octo- 
ber, 1948, was elected for a full term. 
The Rev. Edgar L. Pennington of 
Mobile, Ala., was named _historiog- 
rapher. He succeeds the Rev. E. 
Clowes Chorley who because of ad- 
vanced years could not continue in 
the post he had filled with great dis- 
tinction for many years. 


THE Woman’s AuXILIARY informed 
the General Convention that the 
United Thank Offering presented by 
the women of the Church at the great 
service on September 29 amounted to 
two million dollars. The Triennial 
adopted a budget for the expenditure 
of this sum, the largest in the sixty 


year history of the Offering and a 
thousand times greater than the first 
Offering given in 1889. This budget 
is divided into three parts: Part I, 
addition to pension funds for women 
missionaries; Part II, an amount 
slightly in excess of one million dol- 
lars toward the program of the Na- 
tional Council; and Part III, for 
specials such as new buildings, co- 
operation in inter-Church mission-: 
ary projects, and aid to the Churches : 
in Japan, China, and the Philippine 
Islands. 


THE WoMAN’s AUXILIARY TRIENNIAL 
nominated for membership on the 
National Council four women: Mrs. 
Harper Sibley, Mrs. David R. West, 
Mrs. Alfred M. Chapman, and Mrs. 
Roger L. Kingsland. 

The General Convention itself 
elected for six-year terms on the Na- 
tional Council, two bishops, two 
presbyters, and four laymen: the Rt.

As I drove out of Jerusalem soon 
after dawn on the fifteenth of June, 
the city was waking up to a new day 
—a day overshadowed, like so many 
others in the history of Jerusalem, 
by an ancient weariness. I will not 
venture to describe the misgivings 
against which the Jewish inhabitants 
fortified themselves with a cup: of 
coffee and, perhaps, a prayer. Hear- 
say had informed us that skyrocket- 
ing prices, a meagre minimum of 
food, and an influx of unprocessed 
immigrants were providing them 
with an abundance of worries. 

I knew little about them and had 
not visited their section of the city 
since the first truce, a year before. 
Duty and the chances of war had 
confined me to the Arab portion of 
Jerusalem. Only an occasional hur- 
ried journey to Amman or Beirut 
on refugee business had interrupted 
my work, ordinary and extraordi- 
nary, among the multitudes of Arabs 
who relied, too often in vain, on the 
sanctity of el-Quds to protect them 
from the hazards of shell and bullet. 

In retrospect, the struggle between 
Jew and Arab, as I had beheld it, 
divided itself into well-defined phases. 
First, there had been the prelim- 
inaries: terrorism; Operation Polly, 
the evacuation of British women and 
children; martial law; and, at the

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end of this period, the proclamation 
of partition. 

From November, 1947, until the 
termination of the Mandate, both 
sides had braced themselves for the 
clash. Volunteers from Syria streamed 
into Palestine. Emergency commit- 
tees were set up, and a loose, capri- 
cious martial law was imposed on 
Arabs and foreigners alike. Public 
security oozed away like the blood 
from an untended wound. At every 
street corner a barricade, manned by 
vigilant Arabs, blocked the way. A 
forlorn British constable, scarcely a 
match for the Arab stalwarts who 
examined the passes, represented the 
dwindling authority of a government 
on the verge of dissolution. 

It was a period of defiant orations 
and brutal threats, punctuated with 
bloody incidents. Snipers fired from 
houses and fields in Sheikh Jarrah, 
and nobody stopped them until the 
Jews came over and rooted them out. 
Jewish ruffians tossed a homemade 
bomb into a crowd of Arabs at a bus 
terminal. The savings of years were 
spent on rifles and revolvers. At 
night the air was alive with bullets 
flying in all directions. 

Even then it had been evident that 


the country was speeding towards 
disaster. I saw less and less of the 
scores of friends I had on the Jewish 
side, and our encounters, if pro- 
longed beyond anxious greetings, re- 
solved themselves into prophets’ con- 
ventions and gloom sessions. Lives 
were being broken up. Careers 
planned within the frame of the 
Mandate were approaching an abrupt 
and decisive termination. The 
wealthy departed into comfortable 
exile. Ordinary people sat tight or 
moved to a place that gave some 
promise of safety. 

On May 14, the sunlight had 
streamed down brilliantly on a land 
condemned to unutterable pain and 
confusion. It was a placid day, 
reminiscent of the day the kamikaze 
hit us at Leyte. Bullets sang over- 
head, but there were not many of 
them. At St. George’s Cathedral we 
put on threadbare slacks and shirts 
and plunged into the dirty job of 
sandbagging the water tanks. 

I had put in a laborious hour fill- 
ing bags and carrying them to the 
hoist when the telephone rang and

the steward of the American School 
of Oriental Research implored me 
to take up residence under his roof 
immediately. I pacified him and 
promised to drop in on him later in 
the morning. Half an hour after- 
wards a more vigorous entreaty 
alarmed me momentarily, but again 
I laughed it off and resumed my 
rhythmic exercise with the spade. 
Standing erect for a second or two 
to wipe off the sweat that was cours- 
ing down my neck, I noticed the tail 
of a stealthy line of Arabs disappear- 
ing into a house just evacuated by 
the British. Both sides stepped up 
their firing to the tempo of a sharp 
skirmish. ‘The steward’s third jittery 
appeal found mesympatheticenough 
to leaye my place in the sand pit 
(which was really a compost heap) 
, and pack my shaving gear and a 
change of clothing. Anne Putcamp, 
the sole remaining fellow at the 
American School, pounded at the 
' back gate and reinforced the stew- 
ard’s plea. 
Together we had darted over an 
exposed field, reached a back street

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that provided shelter from the main 
direction of fire, and circled the rear 
of the American School, returning 
to the street on which the school 
stands. The houses on the other side 
shielded us until we were opposite 
the front door. Against the wall of 
the last house the’Arabs had built a 
strong point, which was drawing fire 
from the tower of the Italian Hos- 
pital: A solicitous rifleman directed 
us to*wait until he gave the word. 
When the flow of bullets subsided he 
yelled, “Quick!” We rushed to the 
front door and banged it behind us 
as a fresh fusillade crackled an im- 
perceptible distance above the roof. 

My adventures at the American 
School have no bearing on my theme, 
which is the destruction of a people. 
Our demoralized domestics had tak- 
en cover in the Old City. After a 
few days of panic and short rations 
they presented themselves sheepishly 
at the kitchen door and were wel- 
comed without reproaches. They 
were more fortunate than the hun- 
dreds of thousands turned adrift by 
the outrages at Ramleh, Lydda, Deir 
Yassin, and elsewhere in that tor- 
mented land. We had accommoda- 
tions for twenty or thirty of the UN

observers, and with American money 
flying about, the domestic staff flour- 
ished. I remained in charge until 
Dr. Sellers relieved me in the course 
of the summer. 

About “this time there had been 
two: pronounced. changes, and) for a 
few weeks they were the most con- 
spicuous elements in the surcharged 
emotional atmosphere that surround- 
ed us. Certainly it is not pedantic 
to distinguish between failure and< 
lack of success. The Arabs had-atot : 
succumbed to a consciousness of 
failure: that. came later when. they 
were vanquished by diplomacy rather 
than by force of arms. The martial 
impulse was still strong, and victory 
still seemed within reach. 

At the same time, the Palestinian 
Arabs felt a mounting dismay as they 
contemplated the meagre achieve- 
ments of their deliverers. ‘Theo- 
retically, the forces of the Arab 
States menaced the newborn Zion- 
ist republic, hemming it in and 
standing ready to throttle it; actual- 
ly, the Arabs had inflicted no decisive 
defeat on their adversaries. It was, 
therefore, want of success rather than 
actual failure that depressed them 
in this anxious interval. 

Concomitantly, Arab refugees from 
cities, towns, and villages seized by 
the Jews were beginning to demand 
succor as they regained their voices 
after days or weeks of stunned 
misery. I drafted a cablegram set- 
ting forth the needs of these wretch- 
ed droves of penniless townsfolk and

gest four practical steps: 

First, we call our people to prayer, 
not only as individuals, but to 
united prayer in groups and_congre- 
gations, prayer that will claim the 
promise, where two or three are 
gathered together in My Name. Our 
congregations should be called to- 
gether to pray that God may give 


peace in our time, that good will 


among men and nations may become 
a reality, and that law and order may 
prevail in times of industrial strife. 
Secondly, we bid you work for great- 
er unity and true brotherhood be- 
ginning in each local church and 
community and reaching out across 
all the barriers which separate us. 
Thirdly, we ask for vigorous evan- 
gelism as we recognize that any 
human being who does not know or 
believe the Gospel of Jesus Christ 
is one whom God wants in His 
Church. 

Finally, our position forces us to a 
new concern about stewardship. Our 
Christian program in the parish, the 
diocese and the General Church will 
be adequate when we become a truly 
dedicated people, gratefully return- 
ing to God a worthy expression of 
our love. We commend to you the 
ancient Biblical principle of tithing 
and we urge you to give at least half 
of such tithe directly through the 
Church. We urge parish and diocesan 
leaders to make sure that generous 
percentages of all funds received are 
designated for the Church’s work 
beyond their own particular boun- 
daries.

which now beset the earth have van- 
ished, where self-seeking cannot find 
entrance, where misery gives place 
to joy and quarrelling to peace; be- 
cause self is either sacrificed—or for- 
gotten in the realization of the Love 
of God.” 
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peasants, and, obtaining the signa- 
tures of all the Americans within 
reach, sent it to the Federal Council. 

Church World Service replied with 
a promise of clothing, and in a mat- 
ter of days I was involved in a net- 
work of relief efforts that claimed 
all my working hours for months and, 
after that, two-thirds of my time. 
The existence of shoals of refugees, 
once it was recognized, became a 
factor of appreciable weight in the 
diplomatic engagements that now, 
save for a series of fast Jewish mili- 
tary thrusts, relegated armed hostil- 
ities to the background. 

These and like events had in- 
augurated the period of relief opera- 
tions. There were two of them. The 
earlier of these enterprises, conceived 
and not very brilliantly executed by 
the United Nations, faded out in- 
gloriously at the turn of the year. 
The United Nations personnel dis- 
patched to the scene was competent, 
and two or three of the regional di- 
rectors grappled through many an 
interminable working day with the 
circumlocution and indifference of 
governments and the exquisite con- 
fusion of a grotesquely inadequate 
transport system; but neither genius 
nor sanctity could transform the dust 
of the country into food, raiment, 
and shelter, and these things came 
from abroad in lamentably small 
quantities. Baffled, the United Na- 
tions forsook the field, and the Red 
Cross, assisted by the American 
Friends, commenced the second re- 
lief operation. Beyond that stretch 
blank, cheerless months, peopled 
only by the spectres of demoraliza- 
tion, disease, and death. 

Plans are being formulated for 
the reconstruction of our own work 
in Palestine, but until the uprooted 
Arabs know, with some measure of 
certainty, what lines their lives will 
follow, the charting of the future 
will be an unrealistic occupation. 
The relief operations have produced 
no really reliable estimate of the 
number of refugees. It is, neverthe- 
less, clear that only a small part of 
the Arab population of the territory 
formerly governed under the Man- 


date has survived the war with its . 


resources undiminished. (The Arab

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population at the close of the Man- 
date was 1,100,000.) Of those who 
have felt the blight of war, some will 
make a living by their wits or coast 
along until things take a turn for 
the better. That leaves 700,000 or 
800,000 without work, without a 
backlog, without the energy to re- 
build their lives. 

It should be understood that the 
Palestine refugees are Arabs. The 
European refugees now flocking to 
Israel are not victims of the Palestine 
war. Let us by all means help all 


the unfortunates who have any valid — 


reason for appealing to us, but let 
us have some notion of how their 
necessities arose. After thirteen 
months of frustrated labors among the 
Arab refugees, I know a little about 
the things that are worrying them. If 
I write as the advocate of a broken 
people, it is only because I cannot 
return to Palestine without taking 
back to my patient Arab friends a 
substantial assurance of life, oppor- 
tunity, and security. My fellow Epis- 
copalians possess these things in 
abundance. 

The Arabs of Palestine have 
fought for their conception of free- 
dom and failed. If their valor does 
not command our admiration, it 
should command our sympathy. The 
present trend in Palestine promises 
them none of the things that belong 
to a rational human life. To tolerate 
this spiritual chaos is to build a rot- 
ten timber into the edifice of peace. 

The Jerusalem I left on that June 
morning, was a city defeated by 
forces that would have vanquished 
any city. The heads of its Christian 
communities, sick and exhausted, 
were piecing together the fragments 
of their shattered heritage. They are 
not worldly men, and the involutions 
of a scientific world perplex and con- 
fuse them. They know only this: if 
America will not help them, they are 
condemned to the life of sordid 
shifts that no impotent minority can 
escape.
